"WILL" AND "SHALL." 


Porhnpa tbo moafc marked and noticeable 


form in which tho mistake wo have just 
mentioaod is rondo, occurs in questions 
asked for tho purpose of ascertaining tha 
wishes or commands of others in regard to 
the questioner's notion. 
"What book will I 


get for you at the library?" ""Whoro will I 
wait for you this afternoon?" 
"Doctor, will 


I take any more of IhoKO pills?" "Maui n, 
wbnt dress will I \vcnr to tho parly?" Obvi- 
ous as tho error in these and similar iiistnn- 
CGS is, it is ono which is often hcnrd from 
persons who would bo very much surprised 
at tho sugRCKlioii tbat thoy over talked bad 
grammar. 
Iu fact, there aro a good many 


people who use this form 
of expression 


without being aware tbat tbcy do so. And 
there aro groat numbers of parents whose 
children habitually employ it who have bo- 
como so much accustomed to tho phraseol- 
ogy that it would take Borne time to con- 
vince thht tho children use it at all. 


There is when we commler tho matter, 


perhaps less reason for surprise that so 
many people misplace tbo words "will" and 
' 'shall" than that anybody ever learns to use 
them correctly. There are, it is true, 
cer- 


tain rules in regard to their employment. 
But these rules aro not easily remembered, 
and besides, they aro necessarily expressed 
in language entirely incomprehensible to 
great numbers* of persons, including, of 
course, all little children. 
If a little boy 


were obliged to wait till ho could under- 
stand, for instance, tho formal statement of 
tho distinctions between the meftuiug of 
"shall" ia connection with a nominative of 
the firjt persoa and its meanings in counec 
lion with a nominative of the second or 
third person, in order to bo able practically 
to make the distinction, ho would most as- 
suredly acquire habits of inaccuracy in re- 
gard to its employment, which it would bo 
very hard to break by the -study of rules. 
And, indeed, wo do not believe that tho cor- 
rect use of ''will" ami "shall" could by any 
possibility be learned by any forma,! rules. 
No rules that cjuld bo given in regard to 
tho matter could bo so expressed as to cover 
all cases. 
It is one of those points, of 


which thore aro so many iu the use of lan- 
guage, respecting which accuracy can only 
bo attained by example and practice. 
Uu- 


forlunalely, tho example which is, in regard 
to this point, set before young people by 
persons of otherwise excellent education is, 
in very many cases, far from advantageous. 


We particularly commend Ibis subject to 


the attention of teachers. There is many a 
school where strict caro is taken to correct 
the smallest mistakes iu n Latin or French 
exercise, in which the habitual employment 
by tho majority of the pupils of the auxiliary 
''will" in cases whero its use is glaringly in- 
correct is pasfied by entirely unnoticed. 
This may be connidered by some people aa 
a small matter; but the ability to .speak and 
write the English language properly h not 
an insignificant branch of education, and no 
one can bo said to bo well trained in this 
branch who habitually innkusMio class of 
mistake-El of wJiichwehavo been speaking. —
